CLEARLY UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


JUDGE SNYDER 80 DECIDES THE ACT REG- 
ULATING THE GRANTING CONTINUANCES 
IN URIMINAL CASES. 

CHESTER, III., Sept. 15.—{Special.]—In the 
case of The People vs. Boon, which was set 
for trial at the present term of the Circuit 
Court, a decision. was rendered by the Hon. 
William A. Snyder, the presiding Judge, which 
Will have an important bearing on criminal 
cases. Boon, brought into court for trial by 
his attorneys, made a motion for a contin- 
uance on the ground of the absence of an im- 
portant witness by whom he expected to prove, 
and could prove, that the quarrel, the conse- 
quences of which being that he was indicted 


tor assault to kill, was forced upon him 


and that the result was caused by an 
effort to protect himself from bodily damage. 
This statement he supported by an affidavit 
admitted by his Honor as a sufficient cause for 
continuance. The State's Attorney, anxious 
to bring the cause to triai on accountof the in- 
security of the jail and the expense to the 
county, notified the court that in view of the 
facts he would admit the affidavit, and claimed 
2 — to do so under the act passed by the 
last General Assembiy knowu as An Act. to 
regulate the granting of continuances in 
criminal cases,” which gives the State's 
Attorney or the defendant ths right to 
admit that an absent witness would testify as 
alleged in the affidavit fora continuance, and 
that if it is so admitted the case shall go to 
trial, and the party admitting the same sball be 
permitted to controvert the statements con- 
tained in such an affidavit by other evidence, 
or to impeach such absent witness the same as 
if he had testified in person. Judge Snyder 
refused to let the trial proceed, as in Sec. 9 
of the Bill of Rights, as embodied in the Con- 
stitution of the State, the accuged has the 
right given him to meet witnesses face to face 
and to have process to compel the attendance 


‘of Witnesses in bis behalf; and further, that no 


man’s testimony ought to be placed in danger 
ot impeachment without bis presence or knowi- 
edge. In his opinion the act was, therefore, 


clearly unconstitutional and the case must go 


over. 
A SERIES OF OUTRAGES. 


THEY WERE PERPETRATED UPON UNOF- 
FENDING COLORED MEN IN LOUISIANA— 
GREAT INDIGNATION EXPRESSED. 

New ORLEANS, La., Sept. 15.—[Special.]— 
Monday night of last week a party of unkaown 
men, just above the line of Winn and Bienville 
Parishes, went to the house of Carr Hamilton, 
colored, of Bien ville, and took the old man out, 
tied him down and beat him unmercifuilly, and, 
at the same time, tied handkerchiefs over his 
wife’s face and crammed a handkerchief in 
ber mouth to suppress ber cries, also whipping 
her, The same night they went to another 
colored man’s house and took him away from 
home, laid him across a log and beat 
bim ſunmereifully. The crowd bad liquor with 
them, and while they stopped to rest and take 
a drink he slipped the ropes and made his 
escape. They followed for some distance, but 
were not able to cateh bim. Then they went 


+o the house of an old colored man named Ray, 


carried bim away, and beat him so seve rely 
that he was not able to get back home, and 
was found afew days afterward and brought 
in by friends. They shot Mr. G. W. Barron’s 
dogs at his own fence, and also burned a 
house belonging to Mr. G. F. Babers. The 
parties assaulted claim that they recognized 
ten of the desperadoes, who beiong to what is 
known as the “Anti-Prohibition party in 
that neighborhood, and that the parties as- 
saulted are charged with baving promised to 
support the probibition movement. The au- 
thorities are very indignant at this outbreak 
of wanton lawlesness, and deciare they shall 
be arrested and punished. The negroes 
whipped belong to the most intelligent, 


thrifty, and respectable element of colored 
people in that section, while the assailants are 
ot tne worst type of cross-road hoodiums. Gov. 
McEnery bas p:omised to offer a reward for 
their apprehension.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 15.--|Special, }—In 
accordance with a provision of the License law 
passed by the last session of the State Legis- 
lature, a special election was today conducted 
in this city to determine whether the annual 
cbarge for saloon license during the next three 
years snould be $200, $350, or $500. As pre- 
viously announced in Taz Tripunsg, all the 
campaign work has been done by the low-li- 
dense element under the auspices of the 
Wisconsin State Anti-Prohibition Associa- 
tion. The saloon and liquor men 
had carriages employed durmg the en- 
tire day bringing $200 license votes to 
the polls, and encouraged those of their senti- 
ment to turn out and work by parading the 
streets with brass bands and displaying on 
banners the request to Vote tor $200 license,”’ 
etc. On the other hand the high-license ele- 
ment had to either waik to the polis or stay at 
nome. Hundreds did the latter. At the last 
moment, yesterday, the high-license leaders 
distributed tickets among several thousand 
voters, which act was not without its result, to 
a degree at least, as many “vest-pocket” bai- 
lots were brought to light today. 

In several of the precincts scenes of a most 
shameful nature were witnessed.

Over two-thirds of all the 
weighing done in the Port of New York is done 
in this district, forty regular assistant 
weighers and from twenty-five to thir- 
ty extras being employed all the time. 
The iaborers engaged by the weigher 
of the district number from 300 to 350, and 
the man who engages them can wield a great 
power over them in times of election if he is 
disposed to prostitute his office to such ends. 
It is for this reason primarily that the position 
is in demand among pontical 0osses, 
and it is for this reason, judg- 
ing from all the facts that could be 
gieaned yesterday, that Capt. Bacon has been 
dismissed and George H. Sterling, a worker un- 
der Boss McLaugbiin, appointed to Mii his 
place. Capt. Bacon's record as weigher has 
been witbout a suspicion of taint from his frost 
appointment until bis dismissal yesterday. 
Unfortunately the office of Chief Weigher does 
not come within the provisions of the Civil- 
Service law, so that Collector Hedden had the 
absolute power to remove Capt. Bacon and ap- 
point a successor from among any of the ward 
politicians, which he hus done. Weigber Bacon 
was notan “offensive partisan” in any sense

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 15.—The Septem- 
ber report of the Department of Agriculture 


makes the distribuuon of wheat in eight years 


average 435,000,000 bushels, while the esti- 
mates of production average 445,000,000 
bushels. Of the difference, over 80,000,000 
busheis, at least 50.000. 000 more are on hand 
than at the beginning of the period. The 
30,000,000 remaining are scarcely sufficient to 
offset the loss by fire, and on the lakes, and in 
manufacturing.

THERE WAS A CROWD. 

It was estimated that 75.000 people visited 
the fair in the course of the day. It is im- 
possible to say bow correct this estimate is, as 
the vast throngs kept coming and goimg all 
dav and were never still a minute. The grounds 
were packed to their utmost capacity and it 
was with great difficulty that a person was able 
to make bis way about. <At one time 
in the afternoon there were undoubt- 
edly nearly 50,000 persons present. 
The crowd was orderly, well-behaved, and 
good natured. Only three urrests were made 
during the day, and these were for trivial 
offenses. The police had their headquarters in 
the General Superintendent's office, where re- 
ports of missing children were made. Strange 
to say, only two reports were made of children 
who had become separated from their parents. 
They were soon found and taken to police 
headquarters, whence they started out ayain 
on their round of sightseeing. 

The crowd were bent upon having a good 
time, and nothing could deter them from it— 
not even the bell in the rear of the club-house, 
which rent the air with its strident clangor. 
It was supposed that the original purpose of 
the bell was to announce to the public that 
dinner was ready at the eating-house in the 
rear of which itswung. If this was the case 
it did its duty well, tor peal upon peal burst 
from its cracked:-throat for several hours.

Despite some few annoyances like these the 
opening of the fair was a great success, and 
the different committees have every reason to 
feel proud of their work.

CONGRESSMAN WARNER’S SILVER BILL. 

A Columbus [0.) dispatch says: Con- 
gressman A. J. Warner left for Washington 
today, where he hae been summoned by Secre- 
tary Manning and Treasurer Jordau to a con- 
ference for the purpose of cons dering his 
Silver bill. The bill has been prepared in all 
of its details and copies of it have 
been in the bands of prominent students of 
finance for two weeks. Mr. Tilden tas studied 
Warner's silver scheme and has given the bill 
his approval. Carlisle and Randall are both 
disposed to favor it. The Aummistration, 
as represented by Manning, i not fa- 
vorable to the passage ot the Dill 
as it stands. Mauning wants to 
restrict the legal-tender feature of the silver 
certificates. But Gen. Warner said today that 
he would never consent to have the legal-ten- 
der power diminished, but was rather in favor 
of making the certificates ſesued on 
bullion purchased at the ruling price 
or silver la- the open markets of 
New York and London full legal tender for 
any sum. The only reason why the author of 
the bili consented to curtail the legai-tender 
feature of the certificates was to avoid ex- 
citing the hostility of Reagan and other 
Southern men who insist ‘upon a strict 
construction of the Constitution, and who 
deny the righ* of Congress to give to the silver 
certificates the legai-tender. quality. 
changes are made in the bill they will 
be of a practicable nature to insure 
its passage. . Warner will not consent to 
apy sweeping modification of his scheme. 
The Warner bill is framed to carry out the 
general scheme published some montbs ago. 
The chief point of controversy ip it will be 
the clauses vroviding tor the purchase of sil- 
ver bullion by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
There are three plans offered. The first is 
to purebase the bullion at the price of silver 
in the open market of New York on the pre- 
vious day; the second is to have the price fixed 
by the London market of the previous day; 
and the third is to determine the price month 

month by tuking the average 
each day of silver dullion from 
preceding month. The Secretary 
of the Treasury is authorized to purchase ull 
bullion which is offered. Gen. Warner ciaims 
that the practical effect of the passage of his 
bill would be to raise the value of silver and to 
increase all values, and thus bring about a 
business boom, established on a solid founda- 
tion, bevause the currency would be staple and 
true bimetallism achieved. 


TO DEFEND MACKIN.

THE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

The report on the geological survey accdunts 
prepared for the information of Auditor Cheno- 
weth is a very comprehensive document. It re- 
views the laws under which the survey is 
Organized and operates, and takes the ground 
that ali expenditures for surveys in the long- 
established and closely-settied States have been 
iliegal. 

CLAIMS FOR COMPENSATION. 

The commission appointed under the act of 
Maren 3. 1885, to examine the claims made by 
certain licensed post-traders in Minnesota for 
goods taken by the Sioux Indians at the mas- 
sacre of 1863 have just made their report to 
the Secretary of the Interior. The viaims ag- 
gregate $143,000, for the payment of which 
Congress appropriated $100,000, but the com- 
mission bas made allowances amounting to 
oniy $42,175. The report awaits the considera- 
tion of Secretary Lamar.

But it 1 had reasonable doubt about the con- 
struction I have placed upon the above acts, Sec.

compensation.” How, in the face of this 
section of the statute, the court could 
appoint all the above-enumerated 
Officials I cannot say. It seems to me if Congress 
intended to have given said court authority to 
have disregarded Sec. 8,682, it would have so said. 

As above stated, they were to enact rules and reg- 

ulations not contravening laws. The latter part of 
Sec. 15 of said act seems to me to throw some light 
upon the subject, which is in the following words: 

“And moneys for the Judges and other 
Officers authorized by this act, and of 
the expenses of said court, as hereinbe- 
fore mentioned, are hereby appropriated out 
of any moneys in the Treasury not otherwise ap- 

propriated.”’ Here is a provision to pay the officers 
authorized by the act any expenses hereinbefore 
mentioned, and it certainly exciudes all other ot - 

cers Or any other expenses than those enumerated. 

I beg to call your attention to the extraordinary 
expenses of said court. From July, 1882, to March 
31. 1885, there was expended on account of all ex- 

penses of the court, not included in the 
salaries of authorized Officers, the sum 
of 624.688. 38. Ot this sum $180,963.06 
was for unauthortzed officiajs’ services, 
of special counsel, and others, and $113,224.27 for 
printing. It will be noticed that the above amounts 
do not include the salaries of Judges, Clerk of 
the court, shorthand reporter, or counselor-at- 

law, or expenses for the quarter ended June 30, 

1885, accounts for which have not reached this 
Office. Construing the law asido, lam constrained 
to disallow the pay claimed by ail persons hereto- 
fore employed by said court, except those spe- 
Clulily enumerated in the acts above reterred to. 

The official statement of the Court of Ala-

report is signed by Judge James Harlan of 
lowa, Presiding Justice, but is concurred in by 
bis associates, Judges Asa Freneb of Massachu- 
setts and A. 8. Draper of New York. It is very 
lenny. Omitting the portions touched upon 
irom other sources, tne following is a synop- 
sis: 

Judge Harlan expresses satisfaction that Secre- 
tary Bayard makes no criticism of the expendi- 
tures of the court as extravagant or unnecessary, 
stating that they had been zealously watched and 
will bear most careful scrutiny. No person has 
been empioyed whose services were not indispensa- 
bie, and not a dollar of the fund been unnecessarily 
expended. He refers to the eminently able serv- 
ices of Mr. Creswell, counsel for the United States, 
and says. as in the opinion of the court, he more 
than earned the limit placed on his salary by Con- 
gress. The court does not feel it obligatory 
to apportion his compensation in each case, 
inasmuch as the result wouid huve 
been identical. The question raised as 
to the power of the court to employ necessary as- 
sistance, he says, causes him no little surprise. 
He quotes the mandatory provisions of several 
laws organizing the court to show the powers and 
duties imposed and the limitations of time witzin 
which those duties were to be performed, and says 
that early in 1874 the question arose as to the power 
of the court to callin necessary aid to carry out 
the duties imposed upon it, and the court, en 
consisting of five Judges, unanimously conciuded 
thut the language of the iaw gave them 
authority to incur “necessary incidental 
expenses.“ It conferred ample power to 
employ such assistance, and that, as the act 
under which the court was organized was special 
and temporal in ite terms and highly remedias in 
Its purpose, it was not subject to the restrictions 
of Sec. 3,682 of the Revised Statutes, prohibiting 
appropriations for incidental expenses being used 
tor clerical salaries. 

Judge Harlan then refers to the amount of work

So- 
licitor-General Phillips, with approval of Attor- 
ney-General Taft, delivered an opinion that the act 
establisbing the court authorized its necessary ex- 
penses, of which compensation of assistant counsel 
was certainly one. Assistant counsel was accord- 
ingiy employed and additional clerical force en- 
gaged, and the action of the court in 
thus incurring “necessary incidental expenses 
reported to Congress the 29th of July, 1876, 


| by letters addressed to the Judiciary Committee of 


the Senate by Creswell, counsel for the United 
States, and John Davis, Clerk of the court. There- 
after, with knowledge as full and precise as words 
and figures could give it, Congress passed an act 
extending the life and powers of the court, with- 
out a word in debate or law intimating doubt as to 
the right and duty of the court to continue 
the expenditures for 
just as it has been doing for thetwo years preced- 
ing. A full report of the proceedings of the Grat 
court, including reference to the employment 
of assistant counsel and clerical heip, was 
made dy the clerk to the Secretary of State, 
who, Jan. 20, 1877, transmitted it to the President, 
who in turn laid it before Congress, more authori- 
tative still, in March, 1877, and a final adjustment 
was made by the Treasury Department of the ac- 
counts of the court. All jadgments awarded and 
all expenses incurred, including those for assist- 
ant counsel and clerical help were charged against 
the Geneva Award, which was then credited with 
the interest that accumulated, and the 
balance was covered into the Treasury 
to await the further action of Congress. 
This adjustment stood without objection or 
complaint for morethan five years, and Congress 
established the present court for the distribution 
of the unappropriated balance, reénacting in pre- 
cise words a provision of the former law with re- 
gard to “necessary incidental expenses.“ under 
which the expenditures of the former court were 
incurred. The presiding Judge of the former court, 
Judge Welle of Michigan, was appointed to a sim- 
ur position in the re@stablished court, and the 
new court organized by him, exercising the same 
powers with regard to necessary appointments and 
expenditures as had been uniformly exercised by 
the tirst court, and approved by all the depart- 
ments of the Government. 

Judge Harlan continues: 

When the court, reorganized, assembled Jan. 14, 
1883, it found the question now under considera- 
tion had been settled in favor of the court by con- 
tinuous practice of the former court, and by the 
deliberate approval of every official of the Gov- 
ernwent whose duty it was to pass judgment there- 
on, and that such practice had been acquiesced in 
by Congress and the people, without a word of dis- 
sent for seven years. it found, moreover, that 
the businese of the court bad been greatiy en- 
larged by the act of June 5, 1882, and that it was 
required to be completed in two years. 

Judge Harlan closed by quoting a very ro- 
cent decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States (Brown vs. United States, 115, 
U. S., 568), in which it is laid down thas in a 
case of ambiguity in a statute contemporane- 
ous and uniform executive construction for a 
period of years was decisive and conclusive.

THE EX-CHICAGO CONGRESSMAN TALES 
ABOUT DAKOTA MATTERS. 
OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 15.—[Special. |—The Hon. 

B. G. Caulfieid, formeriy Member of Congress 
from IIlinois, but now of Deadwood, Dak., 
is in Omaha on his way home from Washing- 
ton. Mr. Caulfield is prominently identified 
.with the interests of Dakota, and for the last 
year or so bas been interesting himself in the 
opening of tne Sioux Reservation and the ad- 
mission ot Dakota into the Union. Tes,“ 
said Mr. Caulfield, in answer to the question of 
a TRIBUNE representative, I think that 
the measure providmg for the opening of 
the Sioux Reservation will come up 
during the next session of Congress 
and will be put through. At the last session 
the bill passed the Senate, but was snowed un- 
der in the House of Kepreseatatives. The 
topic, aside trom the question of the admission 
of Dakota into the Union, is now the only 
topic among our people. To appreciate its 
importance just look at the map and note the 
size of the Sioux Reservation. it runs up the 
Missouri River from Chamberlain to Standing 
Rock and thence westward, embracing in all 
about 34,000 square miles. It is so situated 
nearly in the centre of the State—that it 
prevents the Milwaukee and Northwestern 
Roads from crossing into the Black Hills. The 
jaws of tne United States probibit railroads or 
settlers making any encroachment upon Indian 
reservations. In this way the railroads are not 
only prevented from throwing out extensions | 
into the Black Hills but a section of fine farm- 
ing and grazing land not now used by the In- 
dians is lying waste and cannot be utilized. 
The measure which 1 think wid be passed at 
the coming session of Congress provides tor 
the opening of four-tenths of the reservat 

the Indians to be paid a reasonabie 
compensation in return: The peopie of the 
western part of the State are greatly in favor 
of the opening of the reservation because it 
now cuts them off irom communication with 
the eastern part of the State, whiie the people 
in Eastern Dakota are equally aoxious for the 
passage of the bill because they need the coal 
and other mining products of Western Dakota. 
As to. the admission of Southern Dakota as a 
separate State, it is hard to tell wnat will be the 


immediate outcome of the present agitation. I 


have recognized all alone that it would 
be extremely difficult with the preseut Demo- 


cratic ascendeacy to secure the formation of 


tho State, which is bound to be Republican. 
Although I am a Democrat myselt 1 think 
that this is a very selfish view of the case, and 
tnaat our Territory, or the southern portion, 
should no longer be refused admission into the 
Union.

Twenty years ago the Government of 
China was seized by Prince Kung, a leading 
member of the imperial family. His exer- 
cise of power was characterized by timidity, 
distrust, and prejudice against foreigners. 
When the Tonquin difficulty arose he sup- 
ported the claim of China to the suzerainty of 
that Kingdom, but in such a half-hearted way 
that the French went from conquest to con- 
quest unresisted by China. At last, when 
the Langson affair occurred and the French 
demanded an enormous indemnity of China, 
the protest against Prince Kung’s do-nothing 
policy took a practical shape. He was de- 
posed from power in a single night and 
Prince Chun, the father of the infant Em- 
peror, took control, Prince Kung going into 
seclusion, An army was raised, the country 
was put in a state of defense, and arrange- 
ments were made to dispute the further 
progress of the French. The result is well 
known. The French were brought to terms. 
M. Ferry came to his downfall and the new 
Ministry was glad to make terms. 

China is now recognized by Europe as a 
Power of the first magnitude in Asia, and her 
good-will is courted by England, France, Ger- 
many, and Russia. China has also become 
conscious of her power, and the new ruler is 
disposed to improve the opportunities of that

THE BOSTON SCHOOL WAR, 

The struggle in Boston between Catholic 
and Protestant women to obtain possession 
of the School Board—for that is what it 
means, notwithstanding both sides disavow 
such a purpose—will attract more than local 
interest between now and the election, both 
on account of its denominational bearings as 
well as for its presentation of one of the 
curious phases of woman suffrage. From 
the latter point of view it is novel, as both 
the Catholic Church and the clergy are rad- | 
ically opposed to woman suffrage, and yet 
the registration of women in that church was 
publicly urged from its pulpits a week ago, 
and both laymen and priests are pushing it 
forward. This movement is applauded and 
seconded by the leaders of the suffrage pariy, 
who are glad to welcome new recruits to the 
ranks, whether they are Catholics, Protest- 
‘ants, Jews, or Hottentots. The suffragists 
are jubilant over the prospects of generous re- 
inforcements as the outcome of denomina- 
tional bitterness. ; 

The suffrage itself is restricted. Under 
the act of 1878 wom.n were allowed to vote 
for school boards, the tax for registration be- 
ing placed at $2. The next Legislature low- 
ered the tax to 50 cents, where it now re- 
mains. Under this law any woman over 21 
years of age can become a voter for school 
commit by paying 50 cents and register- 
ing herself, but must attend to the matter 
personally, and not expect ‘‘some other fel- 
low” to do it for her. Hitherto the women 
of Boston have not availed themselves of 
their privileges to any considerable extent. 
In 1879 the number registered was 989; in 
1880, 972; and in 1881 it fell to 640. In that 
year a formal organization of the woman’s 


reached. 


In an urgent. public case the Governor 


should be able to .secure the opinion of the 
highest court at once, Under such a rule 
vexatious controversies over public matters 
would not be dragged slowly through all the 
courts, but could be decided immediately. 
The opinion would be final and authoritative. 
The people and the officers of the State 
would know what the law was, and there 
would be no doubt whether or not it would 
go into effect the day set. Such a regula- 
tion would do away with much needless liti- 
gation, but in matters of this kind the pecun- 
iary interest of the lawyers ought to yield to 


the public good. 


The proposed measure is not minrely a mat- 


ter of theory. It was adopted in Maine as 
long ago as 1820, and has worked so well 
that there appears no other reason than over- 
sight or neglect why it has not been copied 
in the Constitutions of Western States. The 
provision in the Maine Constitution is: 


They (the Jystices of the Supreme Court) 


shall be obliged to give their opinion upon im- 
portant questions of law, and upon solemn oc- 
casions, when required by the Governor, Coun- 
cil, Senate, or House of Representatives. 


The working of this provision was shown 


at the time of the disputed election and 
threatened insurrection in Maine in 1879. 
The citizens had taken up arms in a dispute 
as to the meanifig of the law governing the 
canvass of 
Legislature. The Governor submitted the 
matter to the Supreme Court and five days 
later the final and authoritative opinion of 
that body was rendered. So far as the legal 
phase of the controversy was concerned it 
was brought to an end in five days. 
breaks of this character are not likely to 
occur often in any State; but it is fre- 
quently the case that there is need for speedy 
decisions. Under the Maine Constitution 
there is provision for every such emergency.

COSTLY CONTESTING. 

Mr. Green, one of the attorneys for the 
contestants in the Mayoralty suit, says that 
about 1,000 cases of fraudulent voting at the 
late municipal election will be described in 
the ‘amended bill which he will file in the 
County Court inva few days. In accordance 
with the ruling of the County Judge he will 
have to give particulars in each case, such as 
the name of the voter, the place at which he 
represented he resided, and other circum- 
stances. ‘To obtain this amount of informa- 
tion must have cost those who are urging the 
contest a large sum of money. Some idea 
of the amount may be gathered from 
the fact that Mayor Harrison and 
his supporters asked for and voted 
themselves $40,000 to obtain similar evidence. 
Judge Prendergast’s interpretation of the 
Election laws will place all this’ evidence at 
the disposal of defendant’s counsel in a few 


days without the expenditure of a cent on 


their part. The cost of collecting and setting 
forth the facts must also have been large, yet 
the mone}-spending of the contestants has 
barely begun. As soon as the amended bill 
is filed and the other preliminaries and the 
technical objections of Mr. Harrison’s coun- 
sel have been passed upon by the court the 
investigation of the 1,000 specific charges will 
be entered upon. Each one must be proved 
separately, and, it is to be presumed, by two 
independent witnesses, who will, of course, 
be subjected to a tiresome cross-examination 
by the defendant’s counsel. Every witness 
will have to be paid, and legal expenses will 
continue to accumulate, It is not an over- 
estimate to say that the expense of the con- 
test under Prendergast’s ruling will exceed 
the salary of the office many times.

The Star of Bethlehem. 

THe TRIBUNE is requested to inform its read- 
ers that the new star, in the nebula of Androm- 
eda, may prove to be the “Star of Bethle- 
hem,“ which is claimed to be due for the 
seventh time, its average interval being about 
314 years.. We note communications to some 
of the Eastern papers making the same claim, 
but in more positive terms; some of the writ- 
ers using language that leads one to infer they 
have no doubt in regard to the identity, how- 
ever it may be with the tacts in the case. 

Tak TRIBUNE cannot consent to make such 
a statement; though not to do so should in- 
volve utter destruction to the much-talked-of 
and well-worn nebular hypothesis. There is 
no historical warrant for such an assertion. 
In the first place, the three stellar appearances 
which have occurred at intervals of 308 and 
319 years respectively—namely: in the years 
945, 1264. and 1572 of the Christian era—blazed 
out in the constellation Cassiopea, which isa 
long way from the great nebula in Andromeda, 
as any one may see who wül take the trouble 
to compare our map of last Monday 
with the originals in the sky. The one 
recorded as having appeared in A. D. 389 
does not at ali agree with the above stated 
interval, and besides that, it shone out in the 
constellation Aquila, which is still farther 
away from the place of the new star of 1885. 
Secondly, neither this nor either of the 
others could be the Star of Bethiebem, if 
we believe the account given by Matthew, who 


is the only one of thw Evangelists who men- 


tions the phenomenon. He teils us that the 
star went before the wise men “till it came 
and stood over where the young child was.“ 
This reading is the same in the Revised Version 

as in the King James translation, and agrees 
precisely with the Latin of St. Jerome, that 
the staf was supra, ubi erat puer.“ 
Now Aquila is near the equator, and therefore 
at least 20 degrees too far south, Cassiopea 
is more than 20 degrees too far north, and the 
new star of this year is nearly 10 degrees too 
far north, to fulfill the above-named condi- 
tion, when at the least possible distance from 


the middle of Spoon River at London Milis. He

THE MORMONS.

Iowa City, Ia., Sept. 13.-—|Editor of The 
Tribune. I— Mr. Leland writes trom Etretat, 
France, that it is Bismarck who is to blame 
for the French wars in the East—witb China, 
Madagascar, etc. This is very interesting. Mr. 
Leiana must be an unusually modest man or 
else the world wou d have heard sooner of his 
intimacy with the great German statesman. 80 
well posted, so accurate! Bismarck has been 
playing the deepest game with France; 
has conquered her morally by making her 
thirst for colonies!’’ So says Mr. Leiand. 

But realiy, Mr. Editor, is it not surprising to 
read such stuff from a person who is reputed 
to be in the possession of 2s right mind? Is 
this not justas bad as the French version 
of the great war of 1870-’71—the greatest war 
known to history, by the way, according to the 
English Army and Navy Gazette—which was 
brought about, so the version runs, by this 
Same modern Machiavelli, Bismarck? 

The plainest, best-established facts of the 
most important epoch of modern European 
history are ignored or twisted out of every 
semblance of truth in order to save the na- 
tional vanity. 

It reminds one of a certain French quatrain 
applied to Voltaire and Rousseau, which may 
be turned into the followmg doggerei to meet 
the present case: 

When upon the street he stumbles, 
Bismarck is for that to blame! 

If into the mud he tumbles, 
Bismarck did it, all the same! 

Mr. Leland ridicules the French for not 
knowing that our Secession War was not a 
war between South America and North Amer- 
ica. The ignorance of the Freuch in the mat- 
ter of history is great, but it is probably not 
greater than that of Mr. Leland. He asserts 
that the Germans and French fail as colonizers. 
Let him look at the map of Central Europe. 
The Kiver Elbe divides the German-speaking 
world into two nearly equal parts. Now, all 
that part lying east of the E: be, including Ger- 
man-Austria, is the result of colonization. 
But German colonization is also found fh 
Switzerland on the left bank of the Rhine from 
Baie to Rotterdam. Up to the discovery of 
America Germany was the leading nation of 
Europe. Why did she not continue to be so? 1 
ask Mr. Leland to study that important drama, 
the Protestant Reformation, with its terrible 
denouement, the Thirty Years’ War. 

The people of the United States have done 
great things, but they never have passed 
through a trial of fire and blood like that war; 
and they have never had occasion to show that 
they could rally from such unparalleled depth 
of mistry to become again the leading Power 
among their neighbors. Our people have done 
great things, but they never had to fight a 
Power like France, as Germany bad in 1870. 
Germany deserves sympatuy, and perhaps 
admiration, but it seems to de the fashion to 
slander her and misrepresent her noblest 
deeds. 

As regards Bismarck, any attempt to prove 
that be is not he Ogre popular talk and gossip 
make him out to be must be futile. In order 
to know Bismarck One must study him and the 
times in Whion he lived. One must know what 
awretched many-headed, unwieldy monster 
Germany was before 1866 in order to appre- 
ciate the magnitude ot the work done by Bie 
marck. But to study—why? It is so much 
easier to collect gossip while traveling in 
France or Engiand; it seemseven to pay a 
wan to have that gossip printed, and the 
sillier the better. C. A. EGGERT.

Came About. 


Sun FRANCISCO, Cl., Sept. — 


The birthday of the Chinese god, How Wong 
Miew, was celebrated im grand style by the 
Mongolian residents today. While the proces- 
sion of picturesquely-ettired pagans was march- 
ing noiselesly along Dupont street, attracting 
much attention and considerabie admiranon. 
another fur more startling phaseof Chinese 
religion was being revealed only a few biocks 
distant. It appears that yesterday morning 
Mrs. Charles Keissel,oa passing a cellar on 
Pacific street, near the Hotel des A noticed 
a most horrible stench. Feminine curiosity 
being aroused, she descended sixteen steps to 
find the cause, and saw to her horror the floor 
covered with skuils and bones in the last stage 
of green putretaction. In amongst this mass 
of reeking decay worms were Crawling, whiist 
the floor was damp and sodden with a purplish 
liquid exhuding from the human remains, 
Overcome with the sight and smell she fainted 


‘awa,. This morning the Coroner was notified, 


and proceeded to the cellar. After asceftain- 
ing that the place had been rented to a number 
of Chinamen about two weeks ago, the Coro- 
ner effected an entrance in time to discover 
several Chinese eneaged in packing into tea- 
boxes the bones of thirty-five or forty of their 
countrymen for shipment to China, where they 
must be buried in order to insure their presence 
at the Celestial resurrection. It has been learned 
that bodies are taken secretly at night from 
the cemeteries and carried to this cellar or cen- 
tral depot. Here the bones are bo}led down so 
as to strip them of the putrid flesh. They are 
then placed in boxes lined with lime and her- 
metically sealed, to be shipped to the Fiowery 
Land. The Coroner confiscated the remains 
and removed them to the Morgue. On three 
of the skeletons so much flesh remained that 
it was plain they bad only recently been buried. 
The law has ciearly been Violated; and the of- 
fenders can be punisbed for conducting the 
business of packing Chinese bones in a crowd- 
ed part of the city. 


GREAT EXCITEMENT OCCASIONED. 


The discovery has created deep and intense 
excitement. The knowledge that such a.mass 
of putrefaction was lyimg exposed in the very 
heart of the city, while at the same 
time the drainage sewers of the 
city are known to be in such an un- 
wholesome and filthy state, created a feel- 
ing of fear for we health of the city. 
After all the boxes containing the remains bad 
been removed to the morgue the Coroner was 
interviewed in regard to the matter. He stated 
that when be arrived at the oe. lar in which the 
boxes were stored and the putrefied remains 
which had stall to be bolied were lying, he set 
to work with a hatchet to break opeu the 
boxes. There were some sixty bodies in all, 
each in a tin case, and carefully roiled up in 
oiled cloths. Smaller bones and long strips of 
sk n were wrapped up in separate parcels and 
placed within a larger one. On the outside of 
euch box was a label in Chinese cliiaracters in- 
dicuting the name of the person woile living, so 
that the remains could be claimed by the rela- 
tives on their arrival in China. After having 
opened several cases the Coroner concluded to 
se ze the whole löt and remove them to the 
morgue. 

A GHASTLY SIGHT. 

Express wagons were called and while the 
cases were being placed ig: them some boxes 
rolied off to the pavement, breaking them and 
leaving the bones exposed to view. The crowd 
wb co bad assembled, baving learned the cause 
of the excitement, jumped on the bones and 
in their indignation trod them under 
foot. Police officers quickly interposed 
and the loading continued without further 
interruption. Most of the boxes containing 
the’remaios were, on examination, found to 
have come from various cities in the interior 
of the State. The remainsiwere shippea trom 
there to San Francisco in common tea-boxes. 
Those that come from the interior are boiled 
and prepared before ship t, 80 that no odor 
is perceptibie en route. Only those removed 
from San Francisco cemeteries have flesh still 
on them wben brought fo the preparation 
ceilar, It was the intention to have shipped 
all those on the steamer City of Peking which 
sails Saturday next. It is rumored that the 
Chinese.

RAILROAD TAXES. ) 


A CLASH OF STATE AND NATIONAL AU- 
 THORITY IN WEST VIRGINIA. 

WHEELING, W. Va., Sept. 15.—/[Special. |— 
The following order issued by Gov. Wilson to- 
day is expected to cause trouble between 
and State authorities: It 
is the opinion of the executive de- 
partment of the State that when taxes 
due from ae railroad company, whether 
State, county, district, or municipal, are ucder 
the law certified by the Auditor to the Sheriffs 
for collection they must be collected in toe 
manner directed by law; that these, as taxes 
due by others, are in no way subject to com- 
promise by County Courts or other tribunals, 
either as to amount, time, or manner of pay- 
ment. The collection of the taxes due the 
State by the Cheapeake & Ohio Railroad 
Company bas been enjoined by the United 
States District Court until Nov. 1. If any 
further attempt is made by that company to 
effect a compromise with county authorities 
they are directed to notify the Executive De- 
partment at once. 

The Chesapeake & Obio Railroad owes the 
State $193,000 of back taxes. Judge Jackson 
of the United States District Court last week 
enjoined its collection till Nov. 1, and forbade 
the State authorities to interfere with the 
county officials. Attorneys say this circular 
is open contempt.

A Grand Trunk Freight-Train Proves 
More than a Matech for His : 
Heaviness. 


The Record of His Travels from ‘Africa to 
' -AmericamTen Tons of 
Fleeh. 


Sr. Tuomas, Ont., Sept. 15.—[Special.]— 


Jumbo, Barnum’s $300,000 elephant, was killed 


on the Grand Trunk Air-Line track half a mile 
east of here this evening. His keeper was 
leading him along the track to load bim, when 
a freight came up behind unnoticed and ran 
him down. He was injured so badly that he 
died in thirty minutes. The trick elephant 


Tom Thumb was a injured, his leg being 


broken. 


Jumbo was born on the West Coast of Africa 
in or about the year 1861, and was consequent- 
ly 24 years of age. When still a baby be was 
caught and carried into captivity, bis first des- 
tination being Paris, where he was kept till he 
was 4 years of age. He was then purchased by 
the Zoblogical Society of London, England. 
and removed to their gardens in that 
city. He arrived there in June, 1865, 
when he was placed in charge of Mr. 
Scott. He was then four feet ten inches 
iu hight, and did got weigh one- 
third as much as he did at the time of his 
death. On bis arrival in Engiand Jumbo was 
in a very bad state of health. He had evident- 
ly been subject to neglect duriug bis stay in 
Paris, and when he leit there he was suffering 
from a skin disease, superinduced by fiithi- 
ness. This caused him great pain and annoy- 
ance. His back was covered with large scabs, 
from under which there was a copious dis- 
charge of very offensive matter. Fortunate- 
ly be had falten into the hands of a 
man who knew bow to treat him, and, the rem- 
edies appiied proving quite effectual, be was 
restored to perfect beaith in a month's time. 
In addition to his great size there were several 
peculiar physical features about Jumbo 
which excited much curiosity among natural- 
ists, and led some eminent scientists to express 
the opinion that he was not an elephant at all. 
but that be was allied to the old and 
now extinct mastodon species. In nis 
back there was a deep holiow, where, 
in other elephants, there was a large convex 
curve, and bis head was curved in a marked 
manner where other eiepbants are hollow. 
His knees, too, are not in the same place as 
are those of other eiephants. They were much 
nearer his thighs, making the upper part of bis 
lex unusually short and the under part un- 
usually long. 

Nothing of very peculiar interest occurred to 
vary the ordinary course of his everyday life 
till he was 12 years of age. He was then taken 
violently sick, and so ili did he become it was 


‘thought he would die. Indeed at one time he 


bud sunk so low that it was believed by every- 
body but bis keeper that he was dead, and per- 
sons bad actually arrived at the piace where 
he was kept for the purpose of purchasing his 
skeleton. He was very iow for three weeks, 
but graduaily his disease,, which was inflam- 
mation of the bowels, begun to yield to the 
remedies applied, and Jumbo recovered. 
His growth was quite gradual and was 
not distinguished by any marked or 
peculiar changes. As be grew in years 
and size he grew in knowledge and 
w.sdom. He was very fend of society, 
and was never bappier than when contributing 
to the amusement and entertainment of vast 
crowds of people. His peculiar favorits, how- 
ever, were little children, who were always 
treated by bim with tbe greatest care and gen- 
tleness. He knew when a crowd of them were 
mounted on his back. He allowed the lit- 
tie ones to handie bis trunk and play among 
bis feet, and was very careful not to tram- 
ple on them or injure them in any 
way- On one occasion he was carrying a load 
ot chi.dren in the Zo6.ogical Gardens when a 
Little one unobserved by his keeper orossei bis 
path and stood right in his way. The sagacious 
anima! at once stopped his course and for a 
wonder refused to go on when ordered to do 
so. The keeper then went round to see what 
was the matter and found Jumbo gently pick- 
ing. up tbe little one, which was right 
at his foot, with tis trunk, and plac- 
ing him ecarefuily out of his way. 
When he had accomplished this he 
went ou as it nothing had oc- 
curred. When Jumbo ieft Engiand he was fol- 
lowed by the regrets of ail his acquaintances, 
including ner Majesty Queen Victoria, who ex- 
pressed ber dissatisfaction with bis sale. He 
arfived in this country in April, 1882, and had 
beeu engaged in visiting the principai cities 
ever since. As a traveler Jumbo’s reputation 
was nota very brilliant one. When crossing 
the ocean in stormy weather be was often very 
restiess and exhibited many signs of fear, and 
sometimes on the cars be manifested the same 
symptoms. His food consisted of grain, bran, 
hay, vegetabies, such as carrots or beet roots, 
etc., and of these articles he consumed be- 
tween 500 and 600 pounds per day. He drank 
about three barrels of water a day. Big and 
tall as Jumbo was, be bad not attained to bis 
full size and was expected to grow for three or 
four years to come. he bad grown considera- 
bly since bis arrivalin this country. He was 
twelve feet bigh and weighed ten tons. His 
trunk was ten feet long.

waited a moment, and then went to the window 

where Whitman was sitting and handed the 
poet a big white envelope addressed to Walt 


Whitman. A reporter watched the ald bard as 
he took it, glanced at the address, and opened 
it. 


“Why, what's all thisf'““ he queried in a tone 
of gentle perplexity as he looked at the sheet 
of paper within. It read: 

SEPT. 15. 1885. To Walt Whiten, with the com- 
pliments of his friends. 

Then followed a list of signatures, all names 
of Whitman’s admirers. The list began with 
John G. Wuittier.

IN A CYCLONE, 


ROCKED AND WRECKED BY THE CHARLES- 
TON GALE. 

Charieston (S. C.) Nes and Courier: F. J. 
MecGarey, whose house was wrecked and whose 
family had a narrow escape from death, gives 
the following account of his experiences: It 
was, said he, a time of terrible suspense and 
anxiety. There were in the house with me my 
wife, my mother-in-law, my sister-in-law, and 
my three children. From 2 o’clock in the 
morning until 6 o’clock we were all up, and all 
hands except the children were kept pretty 
busy in the effort to secure the windows and 
doors of the house. During all this time the 
house next west of the Moultrie House was 
rocking like a cradle. I made several efforts

Every time I ventured out into 
the front piazza the wind threw me downto the 
ground and carried me under my house, which

My wife became seasick from the constant 


rocking of the h d had to take a couch. 
Her services, wh ad heretofore been inval- 
uable, were sadif missed. Shortly after this I 
went on the back piazza of the house to see 
bow the kitchen, a substantial structure, was 
weathering the storm, when to my borror the 
roof was litted off and thrown to the street, 
and the sides laid out like so many cards. I 
then managed to get down the back steps, 
and. seeing that the posts of the house were 
giving away, crawled to the side nearest the 
Moultrie House, and holding on to the corner 
post of the house tried as well as I could by 
signs (the sound of my voice being unab.e to 
be beard) to convey to several men standing 
on the rear piazza my want of assistance. 

“JI then managed to get upstairs into the 
main buiding, which was rolling, and told 
the folks that we had to get out as soon as 
possible, as the bouse would soon be down 
upon us.

The Northwestern's Ponsa Extension 
A Land-Grant Application Denied — 
A Big Steel Rail Case. 


A curious incident of the present oast- bound 
freight war is that the rates on provisions 
(which are usualiy five cents per 100 pounds 
higher than grain) are now from two to five 


cents lower than the grain rates. The reason 


for this is that owing to the low rates on grain 
prevailing during the last two weeks much 
more has been shipped than was actually 
needed, and the eievators at tne seaboard 
points have become filled up. Consequently 
the railroads can take only such grain as goes 
direct on the ocean steamers for Europe. For 
this reason mostof the lines have advanced grain 
rates, while no advance has been made on pro- 
visions, or which article there is a better ex- 
port demand than for grain. The provision 
rates are still quoted at 10 cents per 100 pounds 
to New York, eight cents to Philadeiphia, and 
seven Cents to Baltimore. Grain rates, ho. 
ever, buve been raised by the Pennsylvania and 
Vanderbilt roads to che basis of 12 cents per 100 
pounds, Obicago to New York, and the Grand 
Truok and Chicago & Atlantic claim that they 
are notin the market ata lower rate than 15 
cents to New York. It is understood that 
lower rates are made in certain instances to 
regular customers, whose interests have to be 
‘protected. But from connecting lines or 
irreguiar shippers no business is taken 
at less than the above rates. 
All the talk about the formation of a seven- 
Fear pool is the merest bosh. No steps have 
yet been taken to check the demoralization in 
rates or to form new pools or combinations. 
The slight advance in grain rates is solely due 
to the fact that the eievators in the Rust are 
full and there is no export demand, and not 
because a new pool or comb:nauon has been 
formed or is even contempiated, The various 
roads are acting independently of each other 
and no meetings have been held by the Chi- 
cago or any Other committee since the trouble 
commenced for the purpose of agreeing upon 
uniform action. The managers of the Eastern 
trunk lines meet in New York today to try to 
bring about an advance in west-bound 
rates and they may at the same 
time attempt to bring about an 
arrangement as regards east-bound rates. But 
any action they take will apply ouly to busi- 
ness on their own lines and not of their west- 
ern connections. All they can doisto agree 
not to accept less than a certain amount for 
their proportion of the business, This would 
‘force a slight advance in rates by the western 
lines, Dut it would not bring about a restora- 
tion of paying raies. There is no prospect that 
the present war will be settied until the West 
Shore and South Pennsylvania affairs are fully 
adjusted. Mr. Vanderbilt, it 1 understood, 
will not give up the fight until the Pennsyi- 
vania has fully ratified the West Sbore and 
South Pennsylvania deals, being atraid that 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company may yet 
get the best of him, unless he oroes the con- 
summation of his schemes to a finai issue at 
once. . 


THE NORTHERN PACIFIC—A COMBINATION 
AGAINST THE BURLINGTON. 

Tt is learned that the various interests which 
have lately been fighting for tne control of the 
Northern Pacific have formed a combination 
to defeat the efforts of President Elijah Smun 
of the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company 
and Oregon Transcontinental Company to 
secure che Pse@idency of the Northern Pacific 
and several new directors at the annual meet- 
ing to be held in New Tors tomorrow. The 
opposition to Mr. Smith is due to the fact that 
be hoids very intimate relations with the Bur- 
lington, and it is believed that he is trymg to 
get control of the Northern Pacific in the in- 
terest of that company. The Rock Isiand and 
Northwestern and other connections of 
the Northern Pacific, while they 
would like to secure control themselves, 
will do almost anything to prevent the Buriing- 
ton from securing control of the Northern Pa- 
cific, as that road already bas virtually control 
of the Manitoba, and, with the Northern Pa- 
cific under its thumb also, it would be master 
of the s.tuation in the Northwest. Rather 
than have that occur the other. roads are will- 
ing to have the Northern Pavific continue to be 
in independent hands, which will prevent the 
Burlington from baving a voice in its affairs. 
It is stated that the anti-Burlmston combina- 
tion bas virtuaily agreed to vote solid fof the 
present management, and it is considered quite 
certain that President Rubert Harris will be re- 
elected, and that Mr. Elijah Smith and the Bur-

ASIATIC CALIFORNIA. 


THE GOLD-DIGGINGS ON THE AMOOR. 
London Times: A Siberian semi-official pa- 


. per gives some interesting particulars of the 


community which bas lately sprung up on tne 
south of the Amoor,in the district where goid 
has been found in such abundance that 
the name Asiatio California’ bas been 
given it. The place is practically an 
almost inaccessible desert, without roads 
or paths; it is well beyond the Russian 
frontiers, and it would seem that until the 
middie of last winter the Chinese were quite 
ignorant that a gold mine had been found on 
their territory. The diggers, who are largely 
composed of American and Australian miners 
and recruits from the diamond fieids, soon 
found the necessity of establishing order, and 
they have constituted a sort of demo- 
cratic republic. The gold field is at present 
divided into twenty-two small districts, over 
each of which two elected chiefs preside. a 
Judge and an overseer, whose duty it is to 
compose all differences which may arise among 
the diggers, and to inflict moderate punish- 
ments for any offenses. A general President 
controls this body of Judges and overseers; he 
is chosen by general suffrage from among 
the diggers, and he is charged with 
the task of conducting any business 
which may arise with the Russian or 
Chinese administrations of the Amoor dis- 
tricts. The decision of all matters of grave 
importance is reserved to a general assembiy 
of all the diggers, and this assembiy is empow- 
ered to expe! any one from the mines, to de- 
pose the President. and to inflict capital pun- 
ishment. The President bas a salary of 
400 rubies a month, or about $56; the over 
seers and Judges have sa#iaries of half 
this amount. A direct tax on all places 
of amusement and liquor-saloons consti- 
tutes the fiscal income of the commonweaith. 
There are about 150 such places in the district, 
and the receipts of each vary trom 200 to 400 
rubles a day. Each place pays a monthly tax 
of 25 rubies. A Russian official bas been sta- 
tioned by the authorities of Eastern Siberia in 
the aistrict, and he has purchased a large quan- 
tity of the gold obtained dy the diggers ai the 
rate of 3.40 rubles the solotnik (equal to 4.3 
grams), or nearly at the rate of £45 the troy 
pound. The amount purchased to the begin- 
ning of summer amounted to sixty-six ** poods,” 
or over 2,600 pounds. Wien the Chinese au- 
thorities learned that a goid-mine bad been 
discovered within their borders they took 
steps to assert their rights, and sent a smal) 
detachment of troops. The diggers tried 
to buy them off, offermg first four pounds, 
then eight pounds, of gold. Then a torce 
of 10,000 men was sent from Manchooria, 
the intention being to &sttack the

Emery Storrs. lying 
there in his narrow coffin—his ianguage of Wis- 
dom, and wit, and iriendsbip gone from his 
lips forever! The melancholy poem which so 
gratified the mind of Mr. Lincoln in its sad 
hours comes today to memory: 

Tits the wink of an eye, the draught of a breath 
From the blossom of health to the paleness of death. 
A flash of the lightning, a break of a wave, 

Man passes from life to his rest in the grave. 

When we remember the almost unequaled 
power of expression and the boldness Mr. 
Storrs possessed we may well regret that he 
could not bave seen his death a tew days or 
hours in the 22 for we should have bad 
from hum his Summing up of the argu- 
ment ot religion. He would have presented to 
wife and friends the evidence of immortal life. 

When the Senator and lawyer, Matt Carpen- 
ter, saw that his departure from earth was not 
far away, he volunteered to a friend his esti- 
mate of the Christian religion. Could we all 
have our heart’s.wish we should, perhaps, ask 
for ourselves for our friends that calm, 
conscious exit from this life that would permit 
the lips to whisper the heart's thoughts, and 
would clothe them with peculiar eloquence, 
Whether this desire is or not it was the 
lot of this publia man to leave the world witb- 
out even an He bad woven many friend- 
ships, bad had thought, bad spoken 
much on behalf of his country and mankind, 
but to such an eventful lite the end dame in 
the form of an awful silence. He went to bis 
pillow as to a natural rest and sleep. In the 
morning it was che piliow of death. He was 
not to see the light of the sun again, nor bear 
again the tumult. of the city he 1 ot nor 
greet again the wife or the friends he ſoved. 

It is well that we should assemble here in the 
seciusion of this sanctuary and mingle our 
hymus, and prayers, and thoughts in memory 
of this lawyer; not because he was a perfect 
man, but because he was bue of us, a human 
mortal, journey tng day by day to the grave. 
He has reached his coffin in advance of us. 
But in this burial case and in these flowers we 
can read for ourown bearts on the morrow the 
same doom of pale lips and silence. May we 
before that hour shall come build up in our 
souls the consolation of Christianity expressed 
in the words:

is, that in East Florida there is a section twenty 
or thirty miles wide, between the River St. 
Johns and the seacoast, where there is no 
„ Ume-stone and no low hummocks. Nor is 
there in this region any ague, fever. or malaria. 
This region includes the greater portions of 
Volusia and Orange Counties, and the Villages 
of Deland, Enterprise, Orlando, Winter Park, 
Orange City, and Maitiana. The country is high 
rolling pine, with soft water, clear lakes with 
gravelly bottom, and a 2 beaitbful — 
even in summer. E. M. Hate, M. D 


HOW HIGH LICENSE WORKS. 

Eav Cuatre, Wis., Sept. 13.—{Editor of The 
Tribune.|—Wiil you pease inform me bow 
high license has operated in Chicago? First, has 
it reduced the number of saloons? Is there any 
less drinking? The radical Probibitionists tell 
us that higo license does not belp any to re- 
duce the number. As the election will be heid 
here soon to vote for $200, $350, or $500, 
would be interesting to know how high license 
operates in other places, L. E. Strum. 

| Official statistics go to prove most decidedly 
that high license has resulted in a very consid- 
erable reduction of the number of sa'oons in 
Chicago. From 1882 to 1883, when a $52 license 
was in force, the number of saioons was 8,349; 
between 1883 and 1884, when the license was 
$103, the number dropped to 38,682; 
and during the quarter beginning 
May 1, 1885, with the $500 license 
in operation, only 3,336 licenses were taken out. 
For the current quarter, which commenced 
Aug. 1, the number has not yet exceeded 3,000, 
and it is the opinion of Andrew Paxton of the 
Citizens’.League. no less than that of many 
saloonkeepers, that there will be a still greater 
reduction. High license has swept away a 
large proportion of the low dives in the city 
and made ail saloonkeepers more careful in the 
conduct of their houses. Drinkimg, especially 
among minors, bas greatly decreased uuder the 
beneficent action of the Citizens’ League. 
There were in New York in 1877, aécording to 
the Rev. Howard Crosby, 7.000 satoons, while 
today there are about 12,000. Chicago gives a 
very different showing.

Democracy which isto take piace tomorrow 
afternoon in Weber Musie-Hall. It is esti- 
mated that the interest in this election has 
added nearly 5,000 names to the membership 
rolis of the Young Democracy, and if Demo- 
cravic politicians express more confidence in 
in. the future success of the Democratic 
party in this county it is largely 
due to the evidence of vitality which

e.ected a delegate to the convention, but it 
has been arranged in a caucus of 
Fourth Ward mocrats, held last Sat- 
urday. that is to get into the 
convention by virtue of a proxy. Donovan's 
friends will oppose nis admission on the ground 
that the Fourth Ward Club by resolution de- 
clared that no man holding office should be a 
delegate, and are besides preparing for bitter 
personal attacks on Grinnell. One point made 
against him is that be was instrumental in in- 
dicting some 300 Democratic election judges on 
such trivial charges that be bad afterwards to 
withdraw the indictments. This and other 
things would show that the contest is assuming 
all the bitterness and personal animosity of 
which it seemed to be so refreshingly free in 
its earlier stages. Donovan’s friends also say 
that they will make no coOmpromuse, but wiil 
insist on a clean sweep, and intimate 
that nothing can prevent Donovan from acting 
as President and as Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Political Action at the same time. There is 
also every indication that a carefuliy-prepared 
slate will be presented to the convention as 
soon as the first fight is over, and will be car- 
ried, in order to block any little game of fili- 
bustering on which the anti-Donovan minority 
may rely. The make-up of this slate is kept 
secret with anxious care.

The Revenue Commission appointed by Gov. 


Oglesby neld its first session in this city at the 


rooms of the Real-Estate Board yesterday 
morning. The Hon. Milton Hay presided, and 
there were present of the commission F. P.

Mr. Hay said when the commission adjourned 
in Springfield it was to: meet in Chicago for 
the purpose of pursuing their investigations 
under the resoluuon of the Legislature in ref- 
erence to the Revenue law. It had been sug- 
gested that some information might be ob- 
tained here that probably could not be gotten 
elsewbere. 

Mr. Wailer said that some of those whom it 
was desired to hear on the question of taxation 
were out of the city, and the man upon whom 
he relied to marshul the witnesses had not been 
able to get them together so as to go on that 
morning. Mr. Harkness, who wished to be 
beard on the subject of assessments, was not 
prepared. It was therefore decided to post- 
pone the hearing of statements until today. 


COUNTY ASSESSORS. 

Mr. Duff offered a resolution reciting that 
the first and greatest imperfection existing in 
the present Revenue law was the lack of efficient 
penal sections, it being plain that its most 
essential provisions were constant.y disre- 
garded by every Assessor and a large number 
of the taxpayers in the State, while at the 
same time no adequate power was found ia the 
law to prevent, much ess punish, these flagraut 
wrongs. Therefore, he wanted provisions to 
the following effect incorporeved into, the 
revenue code which they were aboutto pre- 
pare, the subject being divided into sections: 

There shall be one County Assessor who 
shail hold his office for four years, and who 
shall perform all the duties of Assessor. ot bis 
county. The County Judge, County Clerk, and 
Chairman of the County Board in counties not 
under township organization, or the Chairman 
of the Board of Supervisors in counties under 
township organization, of each county shail 
constitute a board for appointing Assessors, 
which board shall meet in January, 1888, and 
appoint an Assessor. The person so appointed 
Assessor shail file a $5,000 bond conditioned for 
the faith!ui discharge of all his duties, and es- 
pecially that he wili in no case assess end value 
any of the taxavle property in the coun- 
ty below its true and fair cash value. 
This bond shall be a lien upon all the real es- 
tate of the Assessor and each of his sureties 
for all fines, penalties, and judgments. 

ENFORCING THE LAW. 

If any Assessor shall fal to comply with the 
conditions of his bond suit may at once be in- 
stituted against him and his sureties by the 
State’s Attorney. Where the verdict finds the 
issues for the plaintiff the court shall, without 
any inguest of damages, render judgment 
against the defendants for the penalty of the 
bond in debt, and $500 damages and costs of 


suit to be satisfied for payment of the demages | 


and costs. Where such judgment is coliected 
the State’s Attorney or the attorney who 
prosecuted the suit shali receive $200 thereof 
for his services in the suit and the balance 
shail be paid into the county treasury. 


ASSESSOR’S LIABILITY. 

Any Assessor who shail knowingly assess 
and value for taxation any real or personal 
property below its fair value shali be liabie to 
indictment therefor, and on conviction shall be 
fined in any sum not less than $200 nor more 
than $500, in tne discretion of the court, and 
be removed from office and forever therea!ter 
shall be ineligibie to bold any office under the 
laws of this State. And at any time, upon the 
written complaint under oath of any responsi- 
bie citizen alleging that the Assessor bas val- 
ued or is vaiuing the property below its true 
and tair value being lodged with the County 
Clerk, the board shall investigate the matter, 
and a majority may dismiss the Assessor. 


THE OATH OF OFFICB. 

Each Assessor appointed in this State shal) at 
the time he files his bond, and before he epters 
upon the duties of his office, in addition the 
generai oath prescribed by the Constitution, 
take and subscribe the followmg oath of office: 

l, ——, having been appointed Assessor in and 
for the County of ——, do solemniy swear that I 
will in all things, to the best of my ability, taithrul- 
ly discharge and perform all the duties of said office, 
and more especially do l swear taat I will in no case, 
nor On any Occasion or pretext whatever, knowing- 
ly assess und value for taxation any property in 
said county below its true and fair cash value, but 
will fairly value all taxuble property in said 
county. as far as the same comes to my knowledge, 
at ite fair cash value according to the true intent 
und meaning of the law under which I have been 
appoipted Assessor, so help me God. 


COMPENSATION. 


Assessors shall receive $4 per day for every 
day actually employed,.to be paid out of the 
County Treasury, and $2 extra per day if the 
Auditor of State certifies his work has been 
well done. 

PENALTIES FOR FALSE RETURNS. 

The Assessor shall, on or before the Ist day 
of July of the year for which the assessment 
is made, return his assessment books to the 
County Clerk, verified by his affidavit, the full 
form for which is given. If any Assessor in 
making such affidavit shall willfully or know- 
ingly swear faisely, he shall be deemed guilty 
of perjury and ou convicuon thereof shall be 
imprisoned in the penitentiary not leas than one 
year nor more than fourteen years; be re- 
moved from office, and forever thereafter be 
ineligible to hold any office under the lawa of 
this State, and, in assigping perjury on such 
affidavit, it shall not be necessary to conform 
to the technical, rules of the common law in re- 
gard to indictments for perjury. Every such 
indictment shall be deemed good and sufficient 
if it substantially charges the party with the 
offense mentioned in this section in such lan, 
guage that the court and jury can plainiy un- 
derstand the issue to be tried.

Very — new trades in stocks were opened 
in this city, but advices from New York were 
in the main bullish.

There was a good 
deal of gossip in this city in regard to the St. 
Paul Road. The rumor that there would be an 
extra dividend of 1 per cent was denied by per- 
sons who ought to know the facts. It was given 
out that large deliveries of the stock had been 
made to Armour; that many small investors 
had been buying; that the company had paid 
off $1,000,000 of its floating debt in the last six 
months; and that it was earning 7 per cent on 
the common stock. 

It is claimed that the Bankers’ Credit Liabil- 
ity Association of Louisville, which was organ- 
ized Sept. 1, 1884, has proved asuccess. It is 
believed to be the only organization of the sort 
in this: country. It is composed of fifteen out 
of the twenty-one banks in the clearing- 
house, and its object is to furnish 
to any member the amount of paper 
out against any person who appiies 
for a loan. Ofcourse the utmost secrecy is 
observed, and no information is given ior the 
gratification of mere curiosity. In about one 
year there have been 135 inquiries and 467 

copies of the reports in answer to the inquiries. 
An attempt was made in New York a few years 
ago to form a similar association, but less than 
a dozen banks went into it, and it lasted hardly 
a fortnight. 

About twenty-five banks of New York. City 
are parties to the suit to prevent the collection 
of taxes on Natuonal-bank shares. The suit is 
based on a recent decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in a case sent up from Penn- 
sylvania, and the ground taken is that such an 
amount of capital in other forms is exempt 
from taxation in New York as to constitute a 
discrimination against Natonal-bank capital, 
which is forbidden by Federal law.

Several members of our Board of Trade asked 
yesterday by what right they stand adjourned over 
this afternoon, when the raies require that a vote 
of the board must be taken in order to adjourn- 
ment. No such vote was taken, except walle they 
were asleep. 

The New York statement of visible supply gives 
an increase of 128,000,000 bu of wheat during lust 
week, and this is said to include some 200,000 bu 
more afioat in New York Harbor than is allowed by 
the Chicago statement, the same being loaded 
for export but not yet cleared. It was reported 
here late that Walker has revised his fig- 
ures to make an ir \rease. of nearly 500,000 bu, and 
that he intimates the Chicago statement must be 
in error to a large extent on the wheat in store in 
this city. There must be some mistake about this. 
Probably what he did say was that the statement of 
stocks in this city does not agree with the differ- 
ence between the reported receipts und shipments. 
This would be true, but it would not prove the 
former to be wrong. We have several times called 
attention to the fact that the two do not corre- 
spond, and have stated some of the reasons why 
they do not. It may be remarked in this connec- 
tion that the reason why the Chicago state- 
ment shows a decrease for iast week, 
where everybody expected it would 
be the other way, appears to lie on. the 
Erie Canal, atthe lake port called Erie, and in 
New York Harbor. Neither Stone nor Walker takes 
account of the grain in store at Erie, and there are 
rumors that a rather large quantity is locked up 
at that point or in transit thitherward. 

About as devoid of news yesterday as exporters 
were of business. Rather more so, if it be true that 
Fleming- Boy den teck about 60,000 bu, and managed 
to work it without the 2c rebate, either. 

The Receivers’ Association agreed to meet yés- 
terday and actually met Monday. About as bad as 
the case of Don Cesar de Bazan, who was pardoned 
at 8 o’clock but was shot at 7. 

It was remarked yesterday that this is probably 
the last year in which we shall see so large a stock 
of wheat in store in this city with anything like the 
carrying charges now existing. The trade in other 
cities are doing their best to attract the wheat 
business away from us, and are using the argument 
of high charges here as the most powerful one they 
can command, It may seem a curious fact, how- 
ever, that the high charges have not been high 
enough to drive the grain out of the city now that 
itis here. It sticks like a burr. Anybody who can 
tell what will drive it out would answer a iong- 


standing conundrum, whatever might be the lau- 


ence On the trade.
